The Soviet Stage-Workers Union was reorganised during the repatriation. It is 
taking an active part in the work of the Association and helps to work out the programs 
for al l the parties end special meetings. It recently staged "The Toung Sister*. The 
Soviet Journalists end literary Workers Union has lost practically all its members, but 
it has been reorganised and promises to start publishing again the magaxine •Today" (Segodnya 

The Soviet Lawyers Union and the Soviet Seamen’s Union continues to function 

The only Unions that ceased functioning are the Union of Teachers and the Hotel - 
lestaurant Worker 1 s Union. 

The clubs play the most important role in the life of the Soviet colony. 

The Soviet Sports* Club played an important role in educating the youth of Shang- 
hai* The youth shovad their real spirit during the repatriation. 

Though all the active members of the Soviet c lub on wayside have left and all 
the activities havflbeen discontinued for the past four months, the Club hau now resumed 
its duties, 

Orest significance should be attached to the "del agates union**. It should be 
strengthened and developed, as it aids in the unity of our colony and helps to attract 
more members into the Association. 

The report read by V.G. Rudakov, director of the "f Inanee-piann i tig* department , 

was as follows: 

''The debts of the Association are not very large If we examine the books 
of tkw Association from 1 Bay up to the 31 Pt comber 3.947, it appears that the Association 
baa paid off almost all its debts. 

The Soviet colony helped a great deal. It responded to the summons of the 
executive caamittaand collected money for the needs of the cllony,. The fund which has 
been gathered fbr these purposes amounts to two and a half billion dollars. This fund 
enabled the Association to pay off the debts incurred in building the Soviet Sports’ Club 
in 1946 and the beginning of 1947. 

The general budget of the Association consists of two parts: the "ordinary 
budget 0 , which is concerned with current expenses ,and thc^special budget*, which is con- 
cerned with special expenses of the Association such as expenses incurred in connection 
with the repatriation, construction work, repair work, etc. The membership fees and the 
profits undertaking from the various sections and organisations of the Association (bcly- 
clinic and the pharmacy) are amounted for in customary budget. The total exposes v or 
the past year amounted to CNC$8,632,OQO ,000. with the cur; ant expenses amounting o 
CNC$5,552,OCO,OQO. 

The greater part of the '•current expenses” was spent on the clubs. This is 
nat ura l , as much as most of the activities are conducted at the club. Because oX % the 
repatriation, the club had a CNC& 500 ,000, 000 deficit. 

14.8 of the money was spent on the school. The " f inane e-planning* comnd- 

salon once proposed to make the school self-supporting, but it was decided to discuss 
and solve this problem during the present meeting. 

The school can become self-supporting in two ways: 

1) Charge tuition fees; ^ 

2) Hava the "economy” (finance?) committee of the school raise money by means 

of special projects. ^ 

The various departments of the Association. also spend a great deal of money, 
large sums being spent by the social welfare department. 

A nuntoer of measures were taken to reduce the expenses of the Association, -Le 
Executive Committee decreased the numW of paid employees by 6C*. All the members of 
the executive eowdtte refused to accept any ren umeration for their services. The member- 
ship fee* altogether equal CNC$1, 445 ,000,000. 
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In conclusion, Kodakov made a general review of the financial situation* 

The report read by G.l * Qgnistov, director of the health department was «s follows: 

"The polyclinic is under the control of the health departoeit. A pheneaey, 
two dental offices and i physiotherapy laboratory, comprise the polyclinic The 
pharmacy is filled with medicine* 

During the repatriation period, the polyclinic gave 15,000 inoculations and 
disinfected the luggage of the repatriates. The doctors of the Polyclinic examined 
the repatriates* 

20,328 patient s , not including the repatriates, visited the polyclinic during 
the past year. 1574 patients received free medical treatment. 4,235 patients visited 
the dental office* The polyclinic showed a profit of CKC$6A9 ,483,100 for the past year; 
half of it wee mads by the pharoacy* 

The social welfare department did the roost important work during the repatriation 
period. It helped about 1,000 ne^dy repatriates by giving them clothing and indispen- 
sable articles. This department gives food to the needy, lends money to those in need, 
end helps the sick by providing them with free hospitalization. 

The present high cpst of living has increased the activities of tne Department. 11
